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POWER BOATS MUST 


ALL HAVE LICENSES 


:REQUIRED BY GOVERNMENT OF 


EVERY CRAFT OPERATED BY 


POWER OR SAIL LARGE OR 


SMALL. 


Every power boat and sail boat, 


large or small, must be licensed by 
the government and bear its license 
number at points near wherever the 
name of the boat appears. 


Licenses will be required for boats 


navigating within any of the defen- 
sive areas designated by the govern- 
ment, and in case the boats desire to 
navigate beyond the section or dis- 
trict, license will be issued by the dis- 
trict commander on an application 
through and recommendation of the 
section commander. 
The regulations 


are to be carried out as rapidly as 
possible. 
The law provides for every 


boat, operated by sail or any kind of 
power, and licenses will be required 
unless the patriotism of the owner is 
'established to the satisfaction of the 
examining officer. 


The official notice is as follows: 
1. By direction of the secretary of 


the navy, all vessels, either under 
power or sail, engaged in the naviga- 
tion of waters comprised in the sev- 
enth naval district must be licensed. 
Persons taking out such licenses must 
submit satisfactory references as to 
loyalty, Intention, etc. Licenses must

TO BRING PRESSURE 


ON CANAL COMPANY 


UNLESS EAST COAST CANAL IS 


PUT IN NAVIGABLE CONDITION 


ENTIRE LENGTH SUIT WILL BE 


STARTED. 


Unless the East Coast canal is put 


into navigable condition for its entire 
length from St. Augustine to Miami 
the state will sue for forfeiture of the 
canal company's franchise and ar- 
range to have the waterway main- 
tained in some other way. 


This is the gist of a statement made 


by Attorney General T. F. West, who 
began proceedings last winter to com- 
pel the restoration of the canal to 
its full size and to navigable condi- 
tions. The supreme court some time 
ago ordered the canal company to put 
the canal into good condition, and up- 
on an amended petition filed by the 
state the court has issued a writ re- 
quiring the canal company to niak3 
improvements at specified points in 
the canal or show cause on August 
15 why it has not done so. 


Under the court's writ the Flor- 


ida Coast Line Canal and Transpor- 
tation company, which owns the ca- 
nal, is required to restore the water- 
way to its original prescribed dimen- 
sions of five feet in depth at low wa- 
ter and fifty feet in width, throughout 
its length.

"We expect to make this company 


perform its duty to the people of the 
state by maintaining this canal as 
the law requires," says the attorney 
general. 
"If for any reason this can. 


not be done I intend to bring a suit 
against it to forfeit its charter be- 
cause of neglect and failure to per- 
form its duty, and let the canal be 
maintained in home other way. 


"I have information to the effect 


that ff tl.5 toll charge's now being 
made far the use of the canal, if ap- 
plied to maintenance, would assist 
materially to this end and that certain 
transportation companies which de- 
sire to use the canal would undertake 
to keep it in a usable condition if 
they were permitted to do so with the 
money they would be required to pay 
for using it. 


"The income of the company from 


this source is. I understand, taken up 
largely in paying salaries and office 
expenses when it should be used on 
the canal. 


"It is apparent that radical changes 


are necessary it this waterway is to 
serve the purpose for which it was 
constructed and I propose to exert 
such power as this office has to re- 
quire this company to do something 
in return for the 1.000.000 acres of 
land tlie state gave to it to aid in the 
construction of the waterway. While 
it is a big job and much time and la- 
bor will be required, we shall ulti- 
mately succeed, in my opinion. 


"The result, of course, will be to 


furnish to the people of the state a 
protected waterway for the transpor- 
tation of supplies and products in 
competition with other transportation 
lines, which should result in great 
benefit to them."

POWER BOATS MUST 


ALL HAVE LICENSES 


IREQUIRED BY GOVERNMENT OF 


EVERY CRAFT OPERATED BY 


POWER 
OR SAIL LARGE OR 


SMALL. 


Every power boat and sail boat 


large or small, must be licensed b.v 
the government and bear its license 
number at points near wherever the 
name ot the boat appears. 


Licenses will be required for boats 


navigating within any of the defen 
sive areas designated by the govern 
ment, and in case the boats desire to 


. navigate beyond the section or dls 


trict, license will be issued by the dis 
trict commander on an application 
through and recommendation of the 
section commander. The regulations 
are to be carried out as rapidly as 
possible. The law provides for every 
boat, operated by sail or any kind of 
power, and licenses will be requirec 
unless the patriotism of the owner is 
•established to the satisfaction of the 
examining officer. 


The official notice is as follows: 
1. By direction of the secretary of 


the navy, all vessels, either under 
power or sail, engaged in the navlga 
tion of waters comprised in the sev- 
enth naval district must be licensed. 
Persons taking out such licenses must 
submit satisfactory references as to 
loyalty, intention, etc. Licenses must 
be carried on board the vessel for 
•which issued. 
Licenses for vessels 


belonging to yacht or boat clubs, or 
to a company, may be obtained 
through such club or company. 


2. The department has no inten- 


tion of placing any undue restrictions 
on traffic, but must be cognizant of 
the character of the vessels navigat- 
ing the waters of this district. 


3. Licenses will he issued under 


the direction of the commandant of 
the seventh naval district through 
section commanders. Application may 
be made on blanks obtained from sec 
tion commanders to whom application 
should be made as follows: 


For first section—From tilth section 


headquarters at St. Augustine, Fla. 
This section extends from St. Johns 
river to Cape Canaveral. 


For second section—From section 


headquarters at Miami. Fla. This sec 
tion extends from Cape Canaveral to 
Miami. 


For third 
section—From section 


headquarters at Knights Key, Fla 
This section extends from Miami to 
Knights Key. 


For fourth section—From section 


headquarters at Key West, Fla. This 
section extends from Knights Key to 
Dry Tortugas. 


For flfth 
section—From 
section 


headquarters at Tampa. Fla. 
Tliis 


section extends from Cape llomano to 
Tampa. Fla. 


4. Vessels wishing to operate in 


-waters comprised in more than one 
section in the district will be licensed 
by the commander of the district. 


5. Application for license should 


state clearly what part of the waters 
of the district it is desired to operate 
in. 


6. The penalty for violating the 


-regulations prescribed for defensive 
*ea areas is laid down In paragraph 9 
of the regulations approved by the 
president, and reads as follows: 


"Any master of a vessel or other 


person within the vicinity ot a defen- 
sive sea area, who shall violate these 
regulations or shall fail to obey an 
order to stop or heave to, or shall per- 
form any action threatening the effi- 
ciency of mine or other defenses for 
the safety of navigation, or shall take 
any action Inimical to the Interests ot 
the United States In Its prosecution of 
war, may be detained therein by force 
of arms and renders himself liable to 
prosecution as provided for in the 
acts to codify, revise and amend the 
penal laws of the United States, ap- 
proved March 4, 1909, as amended by 
'The, act making appropriations for 
the naval service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1918, and for other 
purposes,' approved March 4, 1917."

Persons will now be accepted in the 


army and national guard if they are 
61 inches in height, but if they be un- 
der 64 inches theirjhysical condition 
must be exceptionally good, accordin; 
to the Bulletin. 


It is evident the war department 


expects a certain number of register 
ed men who are drawn, upon present 
ing themselves for examination, to 
endeavor to obtain exemption by dis 
simulation, varying from an exag 
geration of the existing condition not 
disqualifying to downright maligner- 
ing.

TO BRING PRESSURE 


ON CANAL COMPANY 


UNLESS EAST COAST CANAL IS 


PUT IN NAVIGABLE CONDITION 


ENTIRE LENGTH SUIT WILL BE 


STARTED. 


Unless the East Coast canal is put 


into navigable condition for Its entire 
length from St. Augustine to Miami 
the state will sue for forfeiture of the 
canal company's franchise 
and ar- 


range to have the waterway main- 
tained in some other way. 


This is the gist of a statement made 


by Attorney General T. F. West, who 
began proceedings last winter to com- 
pel the restoration of the canal to 
its full size and to navigable condi- 
tions. The supreme court some time 
ago ordered the cana! company to put 
tlie canal into good condition, and up- 
on an amended petition filed by the 
state the court has issued a writ re- 
quiring the canal company to make 
improvements at specified points in 
the canal or show cause on August 
15 why it has not done so. 


Under the court's writ the Flor- 


ida Coast Line Canal and Transpor- 
tation company, which owns the ca- 
nal, is required to restore the water- 
way to its original prescribed dimen- 
sions of five feet in depth at low wa- 
ter and fifty feet in width, throughout 
its length. 


Altogether 
there 
are 
nineteen 


stretches in the canal where it is not 
at present fully navigable, and where 
improvements are 
ordered 
to b» 


made. 


"We expect to make this company 


perform its duty to the people of the 
state by maintaining this canal as 
the law requires," says the attorney 
general. 
"If for any reason this can. 


not be done I intend to bring a suit 
against it to forfeit its charter be- 
cause of neglect and failure to per- 
form its duty, and let the canal be 
maintained in home other way. 


"I have information to the effect 


that !t t!i5 toll charge's 'now being 
made for the use of the canal, if ap- 
plied to maintenance, would assist 
materially to this end and that certain 
transportation companies which de- 
sire to use the canal would undertake 
to keep it in a usable condition if 
they were permitted to do so with the 
money they would be required to pay 
for using it. 


'The income of the company from. 


this source is, I understand, taken up 
largely in paying salaries and office 
xpenses when it should be used on 
the canal. 


"It is apparent that radical changes 


are necessary it this waterway is to 
serve the purpose for which it was 
constructed and I propose to exert 
such power as this office has to re- 
quire this company to do something 
in return for the 1.000.000 acres ot 
land the state gav« to it to aid in the 
i-onstruction of the waterway. While 
it is a big job and much time and la- 
jor will be required, we shall ulti- 
mately succeed, in my opinion. 


"The result, of course, will be to 


furnish to the people of the state a, 
protected waterway for the transpor- 
tation of supplies and products in 
competition with other transportation 
ines, which should result In great 
benefit to them." 


When the matter was argued be- 


tore the supreme court several weeks 
ago, it was urged by counsel for the 
canal company that the state has no 
authority over that portion of the ca- 
nal in the Indian river because the 
federal government had from time to 
ime made appropriations tor the im- 
provement 
of this stream and bad 


.herefore assumed jurisdiction over It. 


In order that the other work neces- 


sary might not be delayed by a con- 
roversy over this question, this part 
ot the canal being naturally In fair 
condition, Is eliminated for the lire*, 
nt and the attorney general has ask- 
ed the senators from this state and 
the representative from this district 
n congress to try to have this portion, 
ot the waterway taken care ot in 
the rivers and harbors bill now pend- 
ng In congress.

I SPECIAL MEETING COUNTY SCHOOL BOARD

A special meeting of the Volusia 


county school board was 
last 


Saturday morning, at which time a 
joint session was held with the board 
of public instruction of Flagler coun- 
ty for Ihe purpose of arriving at some 
equitable basis for the division of tbe 
cash balances on hand July 1, 1917.
